Waggoner Carr, 
Former House Speaker 
Visits Comanche 


Waggoner 
Carr, 
42-year 
old 
former speaker of the Houfie of 
Representatives and Lubbock At­ 
torney, was a Comanche visitor 
last week, visiting his former col­ 
logue. Ben Sudderth, Comanche, 
who served two terms in the State 
Legislature with him. 
Carr has served five consecutive 
terms in the Texas Legislature. 2 
t**rms as Speaker of the House, j 
Serving both the 55th and 56th 
Legislatures as Speaker, he was 
the third man in the state's his­ 
tory to be elected to consecutive 
terms as Speaker. 
Carr’s public carreer n the Leg- j 
islature has been highlighted by 
his interest in education and all 
areas of law enforcement. 
The 
Lubbock 
lawmaker 
was 
graduated from the University of 
Texas in 1947 with a Bachelor of| 
Laws Degree. He earned a Bache- I 
lor of Arts Degree in government! 
from Texas Technological College! 
in 1940. 
He was first elected to the J 
House of Representatives from the 
nine-county 119th District. After 
legislative redistricting by the 52 
Legislature, Carr was three times 
returned to Austin as Representa- * 
tive from District 97, Place 1. Dis-i 


trict 97 is Lubbock County. 
He was author oi the famous 
Texas "hot check law ' the current 
legislative 
redistricting 
statute 
and the present small-claims court 
liiws. 
The “hot check law’’ closed the 
loopholes in prior statues and in­ 
creased penalties for paa-ing Lot 
checks. The small-claims coui t 
statute eliminated procedural red 
tape and excessive court costs. 
This law made courts available 
for collection of claims under $50 
due small businessmen. And it 
made the courts available to the 
working man for collection of 
back wages under $100. 
Carr Is a lay leader and Sunday 
School teacher at the First Meth­ 
odist Church of Lubbock. He is 
a member of the executive board 
of the South Plains^Area Council, 
Boys Scouts of America. He is a 
member of the Lions Club, Amer­ 
ican Legion, Knights of Pythias.
